Tie  Aihburton  Treaty,  of  l.S4i,  was  conclu.led  between  Lord  \sh 
burton,  representing  the  liritish  side,  and  Dnniel  Welister.  the  .\ineri 
can.  It  settled  the  boundary  belween  the  I'rovinee  of  .New  Uiuuswicli 
and  the  Mtate  of  Maine.  I'rior  to  this  Treaty,  the  tension  between 
the  j.eoples  of  lanada  and  the  United  States  was  verv  acute  \ 
cous.,lerable  area  was  in  dispute  and  rejieated  attempts  at  arbitration 
had  tailed.  The  selilement  arranged  by  Lord  .\sliburloa  has  been 
iegard"d  by  Canad.ilns  as  unfair;  on  the  othei  hand,  th 
lias  been  made  by  .\mericans  against  Webster, 
research  seems  to  pro\o  that  the  arrangement  w;

The  Oregon  Boundary  Settlement,  1846.— With  the  trend  of  migra 
l.on  towar.ls  the  i'acilic  Ocean  a  delimitation  of  the  Canadian 
American  western  boundary  became  imperative.  The  American  claim 
was  that  their  territory  e.\teuded  northwar.ls  to  the  parallel  of 
■i-i  cleg.  40  min.  So  intent  were  they  that  the  Democratic  candidate 
tor  the  Presidemy,  .1.  K.  Polk,  was  swept  into  power  bv  the  slogan, 
■•hitly  four  fortyor  light.  ■■  Ou  the  other  hand,  the  iiritish  claim 
went  soulli  to  the  mouth  of  the  Columbia  Kiver.  In  the  en.l  it  wa« 
agieed  to  continue  the  boundary  along  the  4i)th  parallel  of  latilu.lj. 

Reciprocity  Agreement.— A  reciprocitv  agreement  .vas  entcre.l 
into  with  the  (iovernment  of  the  United  States  in  1s:a.  bv  whiih  cei-- 
tain  natural  products  were  given  reciprocal  rights  of  cntrv  into  both 
countries,  ami  certain  fishery  privilege,  were  granted  to 'the  I'nited 
stales.  This  agreement,  which  was  mutually  beneficial,  was  abrogate,! 
by  the  Unite.l  Slates  in  Isiili,  as  a  result  of  the  bad  feeling  (n,'en„ere,l 
, luring  the  American  Civil  War.  " 

Tlie  Treaty  of  Washington,  1871.— Several  dispiitcl  matters  be- 
tween Caiia.la  an, I  the  Cniteil  States  callc.l  for  settlement.  Among 
hem  were  the  coast  fisheries,  the  use  of  the  <'ana,lian  canals  an,l  of 
the  St.  Lawrence,  the  boundary  line  on  the  I'aeifie  Coast,  ami  corapen 
sation  to  lanada  for  the  i'eniau  rai.ls.  There  was  also  a  claim  made 
by  the  Lnited  Stales  against  (ireat  Britain  for  .lamages  ,lone  to  her 
eommeree  .luring  the  Civil  War  bv  the  Southern  crui.ser  ••  \labaraa  " 
To  settle  these  questions,  a  .loiut  High  Commission  of  British  ami 
Amcricaij  ,lelegates  met  at  Washington.  The  Hight  Hon.  Sir  John  A. 
Mae.lonal.l  represente.l  Cana.la.  It  was  agree.l  that  for  twelve  vears 
the  fishermen  of  each  nation  shoul.l  have  free  use  of  the  coast  waters 
of  the  other  an.l  that  fish  an.l  lish  oil  sh.ml.l  be  a.lmitte.l  from  each 
country  to  the  other  free  of  .luty.  But  as  the  fisheries  in  Cana.lian
